^ESLDEXl 1 HAVES' .MESSAGE. 



Every State paper that has emanat- 
ed from tho present head of the Uni- 
ted States Government is eminently 
moderate and respectable in tone — a 
fair index of the mind and character 
of President Hayes, one of the most 
respeetablo and sensible statesmen who 
has occupied the high position. There 
may bo nothing brilliant in his utter- 
ances, and there is an absence of start- 
ling effect and sensationalism ; but 
there runs through his messages a 
strong vein of common sense and prac- 
ticability. In tho message before us — 
■which was read to Congress on the 2d 
inst, — nearly every public topic is 
touched upon, and tho President finds 
reason to congratulate the country on 
tho prosperity which abounds on every 
side. On national finances the Presi- 
dent says: 

".Relations with foreign countries 
continue peaceful. With Great Britain 
there are still unsettled questions grow- 
ing out of the local laws of the mari- 
time provinces and the action of pro- 
vincial authorities, deemed to bo in de- 
rogation of rights secured by American 
fishermen. Tho United States minis- 
ter in London has been instructed to pre- 
sent a demand for §105, 305.02 in view 
of tho damages received by American 
citizens at Fortune Bay in January, 
1878. The subject has been taken in- 
to consideration by the British Gov- 
ernment, and an early reply is antici- 
pated upon tho completion of tho ne- 
cessary examinations.'' The subject of 
American participation in tho provin- 
cial fisheries, as regulated by treaty, 
will at once bo brought to the atten- 
tion of the British Government with a 
view to an early and permanent settle 
ment of tho whole question, which was 
only temporarily adjusted. Efforts have 
been made to obtain the removal of re- 
strictions found injurious to tho expor- 
tation of cattle to the United Kingdom. 
Some correspondence has also occurred 
with regard to the rescue and saving 
of lifo and property upon tho lakes, 
which has resulted in important modi- 
fications of the previous regulations of 
the Dominion Government on the 
subject in the interest of human- 
ity aud commerce. The want 
of civil government in Alaska 
is deplored and a bill i3 foreshadowed 
authorizing the appointment of justices 
of the peace and constables, and the 
arrest and detention of persons charg- 
ed with criminal offences and provid- 
ing for an appeal to U S. courts for 
tho district of Oregon in suitable cases, 
will, at a proper time, be submitted to 
Congress. The revenue receipts for the 
present fiscal year have been .$G, 000, 000 
inexecssof theestimated rcvenue,and for 
tho next fiscal year a surplus of §10-, 
000,000 is anticipated. The retire- 
ment of legal tender notes is recom- 
mended. On the whole tho Message 
has met with tho approval of the coun- 
try at large; but dissatisfaction is felt 
and expressed in some quarters at the 
absence of any recommendation for a 
revision of tho Tariff.

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

Berlin, Dec. 1. — Bismarck will 
probably arrive Thursday. It seems 
that negotiationsbetween Bismarck and 
the Vatican have suddenly closed, as 
Bismarck will not agrco to the restora- 
tion of German Bishops. There seems 
to bo every probability that the old 
struggles are recommencing. 

Bismarck has written private letters 
to tho leaders of the national liberals, 
thanking them for tho support givon 
by that party to the government on 
the railway Avar question, and express- 
ing a hope that tho former friendly re- 
lation between himself and the liberals 
may be renewed. Clericals aro much 
dissatisfied with the turn of affairs. 

London, Dec. 1. — William Spencer, 
of Chelsea, who rowed tho bow oar in 
the Loudon crew at the Centennial 
regatta in the United States, defeated 
George Taryer, of Bcrmondsey, in the. 
scullers' race for .£100 a side, over tho 
Thames championahip course to-day, by 
three lengths. Time 25 minutes and 
26 seconds. 

Madrid, Dee. 1. — The vineyards of 
Malaga, covering an area of 29,0C0 
hectares, have been attacked by phyl- 
loera. 

Vienna, Dec. 1, — Count Zichy'a re- 
signation is tho first sign of Baron 
ilaymerlo having decided upon great 
changes in Russian diplomacy. The 
fullest conviction prevails hero that 
Austria will support all English efforts 
at Constantinople as far as possible. 

London, Dec. 1. — The Daily - Tele- 
graph's financial article states that the 
liabilities of Goddefroy will reach .£500,- 
000. The estate is expected to realize 
only a small dividend. 

Constantinople, Dec. 1. — The split 
in tho cabinet threatens to produce a 
ministerial crisis. 

Baker Pasha has started for his post 
as representative of tho Sultan to su- 
perintend tho introduction of reforms 
throughout tho whole of Asia Minor. 

London, Dec. 1 — Tho Queen is re- 
ported as suffering from a severe bil- 
lious attack, and although tho court 
physician seems to attach but little im- 
portance to this illness, many persons 
aro inclined to look upon Her Majes- 
ty's sickness in a much more serious 
light. The Queen is now GO years of 
age and has always enjoyed exception- 
ally good health, but has a constitution 
liable to break down suddenly under 
forms of illness to which she may now 
be considered subject. Considerable 
solicitude is publicly expressed over the 
matter both for personal reasons aud 
in view of the possible effect which 
might attend her demise at the present 
time. 

Pauls, Dec. 1. — The bureau of tho 
left agreed upon tho following points 
as tho main part of their political pro- 
gramme: Liberty of meeting and law- 
ful associations; liberty of the press and 
gratuitous secular compulsory educa- 
tion. The parliamentary situation ap- 
pears less strained. 

Tho resolutions of the republicans to 
submit a programme to ministers for 
their acceptance is generally consider- 
ed as a friendly notice to quit. 

Waddington, president of the coun- 
cil and minister of foreign affairs, will 
be out of office in the early part of next 
year, and perhaps sooner, and Gambet- 
ta, president of the chamber of depu- 
ties, will then have an opportunity of 
inaugurating a parliamentary govern- 
ment under a republican regime. 

London, Nov. 20. — Of the fifty mem- 
bers of tho London school board elect- 
ed Thursday nine are women. 

Liverpool, Nov. 20. — A meeting, 
the attendance at which is estimated at 
about 15,000 persons, was held opposite 
Saint George's hall to-day. Parnell 
fully endorsed the speeches for which 
tho recent arrests in Ireland were 
made. He strongly denounced the 
action of the government, which he pre- 
dicted would utterly fail in its object. 
The agitation against landlords, ho 
said, would be continued. Resolu- 
tions moved by Parnell and carried 
with enthusiasm, are to the effect that 
the arrests are arbitrary, unconstitu- 
tional and calculated to weaken the 
confidence of tho people of Ireland in 
tho impartiality of the law and that the 
government which squanders the blood 
and treasure of tho people in unjust 
wars abroad, while misery and famine 
are unrelieved at home, stands con- 
demned in the eyes of all right-minded 
and thoughtful men. 

Finnegan, obstructionist member of 
parliament for Ennis, spoke strongly in 
denunciation of the government. There 
was no disturbance. The authorities 
had taken great precautions. A com- 
mittee at a prior meeting had issued an 
appeal to the Irish to maintain a firm 
but peaceful attitude. There was a 
torchlight procession composed of -1,000 
persons at Kilrush, County Clare, Ire- 
land, last night, which was witnessed 
by immense crowds, who cheered for 
the prisoners and O'Donovan Rosa. 

A great demonstration by employed 
laborers has taken placo at Ballin, 
County Mayo. 

London, Nov. 30. — The gathering 
in Hyde Park to-day in response to a 
call for organized demonstrations in fa- 
vor of the Irish agitators, consisted of 
an immense mob. A fair sprinkling 
of green favors was observable, but by 
far the greater number of persons 
present seemed to be attracted more by 
curiosity than by sympathy. A goodly 
number of bands of music enlivened 
the march from Trafalgar square, and 
many banners were displayed, but not 
all of these belonged to the home rule j 
association. The procession was swol- 
en by the Tichborno release associa- j 
tion, the democratic workingmon's club 
and similar bodies, not in any manner | 
connected with Ireland or Irish agita- 
tion. Tho orators' of theso outside as- 
sociations addressed separate groups, j 
while the main meeting was in pro- 1 
gross in the park. One of tho princi- 1 
pal speakers of tho Irish sympathy meet- 1 
ing proper was Win. Archer Red- j 
inond, home rule member for Wox- 



ford. The speakers were surrounded 
by a dense throng, which cheered so 
enthusiastically as to render the 
speeches utterly inaudible, except per- 
haps to thoso on the stand. The re- 
solution protesting against the recent 
arrest oi Irish agitators and denounc- 
ing present proprietary in Ireland were 
carried by acclamation. Tho less not- 
ed speakers, particularly at th« side 
meetings, used most seditious language, 
and their utterances seemed to create 
much amusement. Tho authorities had 
apparently taken no preparations 
whatever for order, as only three police- 
men woro in tho vicinity of tho meet- 
ing. When darkness came the throng 
dispersed, and tho delegations marched 
back to their respective headquarters 
with their bands playing Irish airs. 

London, Dee. 1. — The important 
firm of J. C. Goddefroy it Son, of 
Hamburg, with large transatlantic con- 
nections, has suspended. 

Berlin, Dec. 1. — Prince Gortscha- 
koff visited the Empress of Germany 
and the Crown Prince Frederick 
William yesterday. 

St. Petersburg, Dec. 1. — Publica- 
tion of the Golos newspaper has been 
suspended for five months. 

Cabul, Dec. 1. — Under instructions 
from tho Viceroy of India, ox-Ameer 
Yakoob Kahn left Cabul for Peshowur 
under charge of Capt. Turner and 
guard. Ho will reach his destination 
in eight inarches. 

London, Dec. 1. — An appeal from 
Cardinal Manning for subscriptions to 
alleviate distress in Ireland, was rend 
in all the Catholic churches of tho 
metropolis yesterday. It is stated that 
iu the west of Ireland such hunger, 
poverty and want aro now to bo scon 
as havo never been known since the 
groat Irish famine. A general collec- 
tion for this purpose is appointed for 
Sunday next. 

Tho Times in a financial articlo says: 
Among other evidences of tho reviving 
capacity of Europe to counteract the ad- 
verse trade balance with tho United 
States, are advices from Germany 
which show that ono million hundred 
weight of steel blocks havo been sold 
for shipment to America by Krupp 
and othors. This operation will bo 
financed through London. 

Berlin, Dec. 1. — Prince Gortscha- 
kofl'hadan interview with Emperor 
William yesterday. The prince will 
proceed to Russia to-day. 

It is reported that the Czar and tho 
Czarowitch will meet at Moscow 
on Tuesday, where the nobility will bo 
received and an address of wolcomo de- 
livered. If tho rumors of a new de- 
parture in the creation of the legisla- 
tive council, etc., havo any foundation, 
some announcement will probably be 
made to that effect on this occasion. 

OREGON. 

SALEJI, Dec. 1. — The city election 
was warmly contested. T. B. Waitt, 
democratic candidate for mayor, was 
elected by 54 majority over J. J. Mur- 
phy, the republican nominee. The re- 
publican councilmen are all elected. 
About 500 votes were east. 

Albany, Dec. 2. — Clark, republican, 
is elected Mayor. The City Council is 
a tie. The vote is very close. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Washington, Dec. 1. — Debt decrease 
in No>-eiuoer, $700,000. 

Boston, Dec. 1. — A meeting of citi- 
zens was held here to-night to take 
measures for greeting Chas. S. Parnell 
upon his arrival here. The original 
committee appointed by Irish citizens, 
who have resolved to receive Parnell 
at Faneuil hall', was increased to sixty 
and includes tho names of many dis- 
tinguished citizens. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Dec. 1. — Flood lias 
sold the Yellow Jacket and Norcross 
mines to Alvinza Hayward and Robt, 
Greaves. 

Auditor Dunn refused to audit the 
sowercleaniug bill, stating, in very 
direct language in his communication, 
that the work had not been done in ac- 
cordance with the specifications, and 
that the official who accepted it was 
guilty of negligence and incompetence.

Toronto, Nov. 11. — Miss M. Davis, 
a resident of this city,, was recently re- 
ceived into the General hospital, her 
affliction being sclerodma, or skin hard- 
ening. The skin of tho upper half of 
her body is drawn tightly, and is as 
immovable and as hard as ordinary 
leather. Her disease, which is suppos- 
ed to be the first ever recorded in Can- 
ada, somewhat puzzles the medical 
men who havo examined the unfortu- 
nate young woman. It has gradually 
worked its way from the neck down- 
wards, and at present it is doubtful if 
its spread to the lower half of her 
body can be prevented. The general 
health of the patient is very fair, and 
at times she is cheerful and confident 
of a pcrnament cure. One medical 
work, in speaking of the disease, says 
that it was first described by Curzio in 
1755; that there wero 4G cases of this 
affection on record, 33 being in women, 
and 13 in men, and that 7 of the cases 
had a fatal termination, Hebra, tho 
authority read, divided the diseases 
into two varieties: — Skelerema atrophi- 
cum and skclcrema. elevation, of which 
the former was always incurable. The 
brief description of tho complaint in 
book closes by stating that no special 
indications as to the treatment of 
either form had boon made out.

The Russian Courier reports a shock- 
ing disaster from Volodarock, in the 
Government of Kieff. A Jewish boy 
had boen ordered at 8 o'clock iu the 
evening of the Sth ult. to fetch somo 
kerosino from a barrel that stood in an 
outhouse. The barrel contained nearly 
20 vedro of this dangerous oil. After 
filling his oil can the boy attempted to 
turn tho tap of the barrel by the help 
of a candlestick in which there was a 
lighted candle. In doing so, however, 
the light fell from the candlestick into 
the oil can, instantly kindling the koro- 
sine. Tho boy fled in terror, overturn- 
ing the oil can in his flight. The flames 
rapidly spread, and tho people in tho 
house, followed by neighbors, ran up to 
tho scone of the conflagration. Some 
of the crowd wero attempting to get 
tho barrel of kerosino into tho open 
air, when an explosion occurred, cover- 
ing everybody who was near with the 
burning oil. Theso unfortunate per- 
sons rushed from the outhouso among 
the crowd which had collected outside, 
and thus set many of their clothes on 
fire. Altogether there were 37 persons 
attacked by the flames, of whom at tho 
dato of this report 18 had already died, 
while thero was little hope for many of 
the others. Another terrible calamity 
from fire took place on tho 17th ult. at 
Laisheff, in the Kasan Government. ! 
Tho son of a peasant was celobrating j 
his wedding, and, according to the cus- 
tom, at night, after the conclusion of 
tho festivities, the newly-wedded pair 
wero conducted to their chamber audi 
locked in by tho best man. The latter 
soon afterwards retired to rest with tho 
rest of the company, who were all 
"strongly alcoholized." At 3 o'clock J 
in the morning firo broke out in the 
house, and the intoxicated inmates wero | 
all burned to death, with the exception 
of tho father of the bridegroom. It ! 
was found that tho newly-married cou- 
plo had managed to open tho door of 
thoir chamber, but were unable to pen- 
etrate through the sea of fire which 
then surrounded them. On the ex- 
tinction of tho firo their corpses wero 
found near each other, partially burnt 
to ashes.

Hia Honor said that before proceeding 
to the charges on tho docket ho wished to 
give judgment in tho caso of Good (Inland 
Revenue Department) vs. Stewart, and lie 
would ask thoToprosentativos of tho press 
to tako especial notice of tho caso as it 
was one of considerable importance to I lie 
public. It occurred to His Honor that 
tho Act undor which tho present proceed- 
ings had boon taken was much more strin- 
gent and severe than the law he romem- 
borod to have been in forco in England. 
Thoro ho behoved Commissioners woro 
appointed who might, if they thought it 
desirable, press for a conviction for an 
infraction of the law. Fortunately in tho 
charge now under his consideration thoro 
wero certain accidental circumstances 
which would enable him to dismiss the 
case. For instance, the stills in the pos- 
session of the defendant were made before 
the Canadian law was extended to this 
Province. Notice could not bo given to 
tho Inland Revenue Department at tho 
date tho defendant first came into poss- 
ession of the articles, which was somo 
nino years ago. The point raised by de- 
fendant's counsel as to the number of 
witnesses necessary to convict was also 
woll taken. Ho made those remarks in 
order that tho attention of the public 
Might bo drawn to the very stringent 
provisions of the Inland Revenue Act, 
some of which wero even moro scvero 
than that under which tho present pro- 
ceedings had boon taken. Ho did not de- 
sire that tho caso should bo regarded as a 
precedent, because, as he had already 
stated, it was owing in a groat measure to 
accidental circumstances that ho was en- 
abled to givo judgment for defondant. 

His Honor then proceeded to givo judg- 
ment as follows : 

Good vs. Stewart — The information in 
this case charges the defendant with an 
infraction of the Inland Rcvenuo Act, 
31 Vic, c. 8. s. 8., tho second sub-section 
of which declares that it shall not bo law- 
ful for any person to have in his posses- 
sion any still or distilling apparatus, with- 
out having given, when such apparatus 
came into his possession, and on and after 
tho 10th July in each subsequent year, a 
full and particular list,7*<h'scription and 
return thereof to tho Collector of Inland 
Revenue. Tho evidence shows that tho 
stills referred to in the information woro 
mado by tho defendant nine years ago ; it 
was impossible, therefore, to comply with 
tho provisions of tho Statute, irfi«n the ap- 
paratus came into his possession, as tho law 
had not been extended to British Colum- 
bia at that time. By sections lfjl, 180, a 
penalty of §200 for any offence against the 
provisions of tho Act may bo recovered 
before two Justices of tho Peace, on tho 
oath of two credible witnesses. An ob- 
jection, under section 183, has been rais- 
ed by tho defense, that Mr. Good, being 
prosecutor, is not a competent witness, 
and that without his evidence thero is only 
ono witness for the prosecution. Bosidos, 
Mr. Good had no personal knowledge of 
tho circumstances ; and there is no alle- 
gation of intention to defraud tho re- 
vonuo. Judgment in favor of the defend- 
ant. 

Robert Woodward, charged with as- 
saulting his father by taking him by tho 
throat and pushing hiin out of his house. 

Mr. Woodward having sworn to tho 
truth of his information said his son who 
was over 22 years of ago, was undoubtedly 
of unsound mind. They could do nothing 
whatever with him at home. 

His Honor asked the defendant what ho 
had to say why he should not lie bound 
ovor to keep tho peace. 

Tho defendant replied— I can keep my 
distance and that will keep tho peace. 

His Honor—What did your father do to 
you 1 

Defondant— Ho ordered me around 
from place to place. 

His Honor — Don't you work ! 
Defondant— No, sir. 
His Honor — Then I think your father 



firing a gun at her and shooting and 
wounding her in the thigh with intent to 
do her some grievous bodily harm. 

Mr. Mills appeared for tho prosecution 
and Mr. Walls for tho prisonor. 

Tho prisoner, who was accommodated 
with a seat in front of tho dock, appeared 
to bo still in a weak condition, but was 
| quite indifforent to the proceedings which 
| followed. His face was thin and haggard 
i but ho did not aeom to be in pain from 
• tho oifects of his wounds, 
j Mrs. Carvalho was brought into Court 
j in a vory weakly condition and was ap- 
| parontly suffering acutely. She gave her 
i evidenco soatod, hor hoad being supported 
j by a nurse, and at times sho appeared to bo 
in a fainting and oxtremoly nervous state. 
Hor information road as follows : — On tho 
20th Nov. last I wont to my store, situato 
on Store street, accompanied by Mr. Mills, 
Mr. D. Finlayson and Mr. Haack, for tho 
purpose of demanding tho key from Ver- 
ling. Mr. Mills asked him what claim ho 
had against tho store and whether ho was 
a partner. Ho said ho was, and I said, 
" No, not at present." He told Mr. Mills 
thfit his claim was §200, and I denied it. 
Mr. Mills told him if he had any claim to 
make out his account and suo mo for it. 
He then walked into the back of the store 
at tho back of the counter, and I was 
standing in the store, near the front door, 
with my right sido towards him, when 
suddenly I heard tho report of a gun and 
I receivod a number of wounds in my 
right thigh near tho hip. I screamed, ran 
out and hoard some shots firod aftor mo; 
I ran into tho street and Mr. Mills and 
two other porsons held mo. I told them 
to go for a doctor. When I received tho 
shots I looked and saw tho gun in Vor- 
ling's hands (that is, I saw a portion of 
tho barrel of tho gun, and he, Veiling, 
was right behind it), and I charge tho 
said Verling with shooting me as before 
described. 
Tho prisonor pleaded "not guilty." 
Samuel Perry Mills deposed: — On the 
20th November last in consequence of in- 
structions I received Lproceodod, accom- 
panied by Duncan Finlayson, for the pur- 
poses of seeing Verling at tho store on 
Store street. When wo got there tho 
store was locked up and Verling was not 
thoro; I roturnod by way of Wadding- 
ton alloy and when I arrived in Yates 
street mot Mrs. Carvalho and spoke to 
her; at that time saw Verling standing at 
tho Oriontal Hotol; I beckonod to him to 
■coino; ho then ran through the alloy-way 
and I returned to the store. 

His Honor — A great deal of this is very 
immaterial, 

Witness — I wish to make a true state- 
ment and can show your Honour that it 
is very material. I am now addressing 
you as counsel. 

His Honor- Then step out of tho wit- 
ness box. 

Witness stepped out and proceeded to 
address tho Court contending that his 
•videnco as given was material. 

His Honor he was the be3t judge of 
that point and ordered tho witness to 
again take the stand. 

Witness — When I got to the store Ver- 
ling was there and I asked him what ho 
wanted to see me for; he replied that my 
partner (meaning I supposo Mr. Jackson) 
did not intend to have anything to do 
with the caso; I said that I did not if 
that was so; I loft tho storo and crossing 
ovor to Blum's store mot Mrs. Carvalho 
and in consoquonce of what she said we 
returned to tho store; I found Verling 
thoro and entered as if I did not see him; 
Mrs. Carvalho followed; I asked him what 
was his claim there; ho replied in otl'ect 
that his claim was that of a partner; he 
said his claim amounted to £200; Sirs. 
Carvalho said, "Oh no; it's only 8100." 

His Honor again checked tho witness 
and said that many of the details were 
quite foreign to tho charge. 

The witness replied that tho evidence 
would show the conduct of the prisonor 
on the day in question. 

His Honor remarked that not only was 
the time of tho Court being wasted, but 
tho time of tho Supremo Court J udgos and 
grand jurors would also bo wasted here- 
after. 

Witness (continuing) — I told him to 
make out his accouut and to suo for it and 
to givo mo up tho koys; he did not do so, 
but walked slowly to tho end of tho storo; 
1 could see him thero but could not see 
what ho was doing; he camo back up the 
centre of tho storo and all at once I saw 
him suddenly jerk or stoop down; imme- 
diately ho brought tho gun to his shoulder; 
I was standing near Mrs. Carvalho; di- 
rectly I saw his movement with the gun I 
made a very quick step to tho left for the 
door; tho gun immediately went off and 
ho shot Mrs. Carvalho instead of mo; I 
ran from the storo across towards tho Cal- 
edonia saloon; Mrs. Carvalho followed, 
screaming; immediately after I left the 
store Verling fired two or three shots; I 
ran to the woman's assistance and took 
her into the Chinese Btorc on Cormorant 
street and shouted for a doctor; I then fol- 
io wed Verling running up Cormorant street; 
I saw that ho had a revolver and kept my 
distance; ho had blood on his face. 

Duncan Finlayson deposed that he went 
to tho store with tho last witness; Mrs. 
Carvalho and Mr. Mills stood to the 
right of the storo and a German and him- 
self to the loft; after the conversation 
about Verling's claim Verling walked to 
the back of the store; witness saw him 
throw his head back and put his hand up 
to his mouth; ho then wiped his mouth, 
put something down and immediately 
afterwards picked up a gun, aimed at 
Mrs. Carvalho and fired; the woman 
screamed and ran out of tho store, Ver- 
ling following; witness heard two other 
shots fired and directly afterwards saw 
Verling lying on the sidewalk in front of 
tho Caledonia saloon. 

Cross-examined — No threats were mado 
to put Vorling out of tho storo. 

To the Court — I saw tho gun pointed 
right straight at Mrs. Carvalho — not at 
Mr. Mills. 

Dr. Hanington recollected attending 
Mrs. Carvalho; ho found her in a fainting 
state; sho had been shot in her right thigh; 
witness saw that something had penetrat

week and has alroady brokon up all tho 
little " fixins" about tho house. 

His Honor— How long was he in pri- 
son? 

The Superintendent— Three months. 
Ho was sentenced by Mr. McMillan, and 
during his imprisonment ho behaved 
pretty well. Onco he tried to assault tho 
gaolor. 

Witness, to the Court — His actions show 
that ho is of unsound mind. Ho goes to 
bed with his clothes on. He sleeps with 
his hat and boots on ; for weeks ho won't 
take his hat off at all ; the family go in 
fear of him, and last night wo found an 
old ax hidden undor tho bod where he 
meant to sleep. The night before it was 
blowing a hurricano and ho left all tho 
doors open and kept, walking in and out 
all night. 

His Honor said he would remand the 
defendant three days for medical examin- 
ation.

SSAC-IT GOLD. 
Mora Favorable Reports. 

[Seattle Post,3rd inat.J 
Mr. Martin, ono of tho owners of the 
steamer Cassiar, and Prof. Tiornan ar- 
rived from tho Skagit gold fields last 
night. Mr. Martin is highly pleasod with 
tho Ruby crock mines, as is also Prof. 
Tiernan. Tho prospocts for a rich mining 
district in that section aro good. The 
party prospected up and down tho creek 
for about twolvo milos; and oaeh before 
loaving took up thoir claims and had them 
recorded. Eight of tho party will return 
with supplies to remain all winter. Mr. 
Martin says the creek is very low at this 
time, and he thinks somo rich strikes will 
bo mado by those remaining there. When 
tho freshets set in, not much can bo dono, 
as tho heft of tho gold will bo taken from 
tho bed of tho crook and tho high water 
will prevent operations. Mr. Martin will 
put the Cassiar on the routo providod a 
pack trail is cut through. Ho was highly 
pleasod with tho river for running his 
boat as far as tho portage. Ho says tho 
peoplo of this section -will loso a good 
thing if thoy fail to put tho pack trail in, 
as tho British Columbia peoplo aro al- 
roady moving in tho matter. 

Shrimps. 

Within a vory brief period tho existence 
of shrimps in Esquimalt and Victoria har- 
bors in largo quantities was unknown. A 
fow wore always taken about the wharves 
and sold to tho restaurants at t?l a pound 
as a rarity. Sinco operations began on 
Sponce's rock and at Shoal point tho dis- 
covery has bcon mado that tho harbor is 
" alivo " with shrimps, which gathor in 
thick shoals about tho rocks and luxuriate 
on tho kelp. Fine, largo, fat follows, somo 
are three inches long, aro caught in great 
numbers every day by moan3 of clasp nets 
sunk in ten or twelve foot of water. Lon- 
doners profess to trace a resemblance bo- 
tween the shrimpn taken hero and tho 
English prawns; but tho furzyback of tho 
lattor does not exist on the former, which 
aro identical in every rospoct with tho 
shrimps caught in the Gulf of Mexico, and 
imported hero and sold at 50 cents per 
can. In Esquimalt harbor, we are told, 
shrimps are as numerous as in Victoria 
harbor and as easily taken. Indians never 
ato or gathered shrimps for some reason, 
which fact will probably account for thoir 
oxistonce in quantities remaining un- 
known for so many years. Most people 
boil shrimps in salt and wator. A friend 
advises that a little salt bo thrown ovor 
the morsels and that thoy bo steamed until 
thoy turn red, when thoy are fit for tho 
table. 

Naval. 

Letters havo boon recoivod by tho Ad- 
miralty from Roar-Admiral Stirling, in 
tho Triumph, at Callao, up to tho 25th 
September. Tho Gannct arrived at Val- 
paraiso from England on 31st of August; 
ordered to join tho flag' at Callao. The 
Alert left Valparaiso for Talcahuano on 
the 2d Soptombcr. The Thetis arrived at 
Valparaiso from England on the 11th of 
Soptombor; tho Opal loft on the 13th of 
September for England. Tho Penguin is 
ordered to Panama as Senior Oflicor in 
Central America; sho will send the Os- 
proy to join the flag in tho South. Tho 
Admiral would remain at Callao till the 
middlo of October and thou go southward. 

.Steamship Victoria. — This steamship, 
laden with IfioO toiiR of Vancouver coal 
and bound for San Francisco, was brought 
down from Nanaimo yesterday by pilot 
Urquhart. Since the Victoria's last ap- 
pearance in these waters sho has unclor- 
gono oxtonsive repairs and t alterations at 
San Francisco. She has had a flush spar 
deck built on a lovol with what waB for- 
merly her bridge, thus making her a two- 
deck instead of a single-deck vessel as bo- 
fore. Tho bulwarks havo been built up 
close to tho spar deck and around the 
latter a substantial rail has boon placed. 
Under the spar deck, aft, there is a smok- 
ing room, but tho whoelhouso and offi- 
cers' quarters remain as heretofore. Her 
rudder has been enlarged and steam goar 
of the, most approved pattern applied 
thereto. Hor spars havo also been short- 
ened several feet. These alterations havo 
cost a largo sum, but will add consider- 
ably to her seaworthiness and givo her 
accommodation for 35 additional passen- 
gers and increased capacity for freight. 
Sho will proceed on her voyago to San 
Francisco this morning. Capt. Hayward 
in coiufoiand.

Why not tTao tho Dredger at tho 
"Wharvoa ? 



Owing to tho appropriation of 811,000 
for repairs to tho dredgor and improve- 
ments to Victoria harbor having boon ox- 
haustod, wo regret to announce that op- 
erations on tho spit at tho mouth of the 
harbor havo again boon suspended, and 
that tho dredger with hor consort, tho 
steamor Oeorgie, will this morning occu- 
py their usual moorings in James Bay. 
About a dozen hands will thus be thrown 
out of employment until a further sum 
is placed on tho Estimates at Ottawa for 
the prosecution of this important work. 
It is stated that tho Resident Engineer 
applied to the Federal Government for 
an interim grant of §5,000 to pormit of 
the improvements being continued pro 
tern. Tho application, however, was un- 
successful. We would, therefore, suggest 
that tho Hudson Bay Co. and other 
proprietors of wharves on tho city front 
now apply for permission to uso tho 
dredger, of course undertaking to keep it 
in repair. It is well known that the 
depth of wator in front of soveral of tho 
principal wharves is rapidly decreasing, 
owing to oxtonsive accumulations of de- 
bris, etc. Tho work which might in a 
short space of timo bo performed by the 
dredger with tho assistance of a simple 
and inexpensive appliance would 'prove 
invaluable to owners and lessoes of 
wharves. An important inducement 
would also bo offered to sccuro the pre- 
sence of increased shipping in port. 

CANADA. 

Throo Porsons Burnod to Doath in tho 
Toronto Opora Zouso Fire. 

Toronto, Ont., Nov. 29.— Tho Grand 
Opora House, on Adelaide street, was 
burned early this morning. Tho janitor, 
named Wright, his wife anclyoung daugh- 
ter arc missing and aro supposed to havo 
boon burned to death. A young man 
named Thomas Scott leaped from a win- 
dow to the streot and escaped with a brok- 
en arm. Tho building was regarded as 
one of tho finost theatres on tho contin- 
ent. 

Later— Tho bodies of Wright and fami- 
ly have been recovered. Thoy woro burn- 
ed to cinders.

A BYLAW 
To Regulate tho Sanitary Condition of 
tho City of Victoria. 

Be it exacted by the Mayor arid Coun- 
cil of tho Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria as follows: 

1. It shall not bo lawful to lot or occu- 
py, or suffer to be occupied, as a dwelling 
any room unless tho following require- 
ments aro complied with, that is to say: 

(a) Unless such room contain at all 
times at least 384 cubic foot of space 
for each person occupying thu same. 

(b) Unless such room has a window 
mad a to open in a manner approved 
by the Board of Health or Health 
Officer of thu City. 

(c) Unless there is appurtenant to such 
room tho uso of a water closet, earth 
closet or privy, furnished with pro- 
per door3 or coverings, to the satis- 
faction of the Board of Health or 
Health Officer of the City. 

2. Any person who let", occupies, or 
knowingly suffers to be occupied, any 
room contrary to the provisions of this 
Bylaw shall bo liablo for every such of- 
fenco to a penalty not exceeding §50, in 
the discretion of any Justico of tho Peace 
beforo whom ho may be convicted. 

3. Any room in which any person passes 
the night, or tho principal part of tho 
night, shall bo deemed to be occupied as a 
dwelling within the meaning of this By- 
law. 

4. Where two convictions against tho 
provisions of this Bylaw relating to the 
occupation of a room as a dwelling have 
taken place within three months (whether 
tho persons so convicted were or were nut 
tho same) any Justico of tho Peace may 
diroct the closing of the room so occupied, 
or of the premises to which it belongs, fur 
such time as he may deem necessary, oi 
may eniDower the Board of Health or 
Health Officer of the City permanently to 
closo the same. 

C. This Bylaw may be cited for all pur- 
poses as "The Dwellings Bylaw, 187!).''
